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Tour the homes of Oregon 
Trail pioneers 


jive historic homes of Oregon 
F= pioneers and their descen- 

dants plus guided tours of two 
local pioneer cemeteries will be avail- 
able to people during this year’s Regat- 
ta. The tours will be given on Satur- 
day, Aug. 14, at 10 a.m. and 4 p.m. 
and Sunday, Aug. 15, at 1 and 4 p.m. 

Costof the tours are $7.50 and tick- 
ets will be available during the hours 
of the tours at the Clatsop County Her- 
itage Museum, 16th and Exchange 
streets. No advance tickets will be sold 
The tour isself-guided with amap and 
tour booklet. 

The following houses will be on 
the tour: 

Conrad and Philipoena Boelling 
House. The house was built in 1863. 
The Boelling family came from Cincin- 
nati, crossing on the Oregon Trail in 
1946. Conrad Boelling spent some 
time in the gold fields in California 
and had operated a hotel locally. In 
1848, he provided the building for 
Astoria's first school. He was active 


in th organization of local govern- . 


ment, serving one term as county trea- 
surer. The Boellings' daughter, Mary 
Christina, married Capt. George Flav- 
el. 

George and Maude Fulton House, 
was built in 1885 by pioneer John 
Hobson as a wedding present for his 
daughter, Maude. Hobson came to 
Oregon. in 1843. Maude's husband, 
George Fulton, argued at least two 
cases before the U.S. Supreme Court, 
representing local fishing interestsand 
the Columbia River Pilot's ASsocia- 
tion. The house is now the Inn-Chant- 
ed Bed and Breakfast. 

Frances Stevens Warren House. 
The house was built in 1877 by the 
daughter of Charles Stevens, who 
brought his family to the West in 
1852.Stevens' lettersare printed in the 
Oregon Historical Quarterly. The house 
has been home to the third mayor of 
Astoria, a banker who became Ore- 
gon's governor, a realtor who was a 
city councilman, a physician and a 
high school principal. 

John Henry Dix Gray House,was 
built in 1880 for the son of W.H. Gray, 
who came to Oregon in 1836 with pio- 
neer missionary Dr. Marcus Whitman. 
J.H.D. Gray was the second white boy 


born west of the Rockies. He die din 
the house in 1902 aftera colorful career 
as a Columbia River steamboat cap- 
tain, state senator and county judge. 
Thomas and Jean Sandoz House. 
A relative newcomer as houses go, 
built in 1941, it qualifies for the tour 
because Jean Sandoz is the grand- 
daughter of John Wesley Gearhart, 
whocame on the Oregon Trail in 1848 
along the Barlow Trail to Oregon City 
when he was 9 with his parents, Philip 
and Margaret Gearhart. The family 
settled in the Clatsop Plains area and 


their donation land claim is now the 
city of Gearhart.Tom Sandoz was vice 
president and later president of Bum- 
ble Bee Seafoods. 

A bonus on the homes tour will be 
directions to gravesites of pioneers 
mentioned in the tour at Clatsop Plains 
Pioneer Cemetery and Ocean View 
Cemetery in Warrenton. The special 
feature of the Oregon Trail sesqui- 
centennial observance is a public ser- 
vice of the Clatsop County Genealog- 
ical Society. Footwear for walking in 
long wet grass is advised.
